the Philippine war was G93. Of this 
number 650 were killed or succumbed 
to wounds or disease. 
The number 


wounded In action was 1,591. Five com- 
mitted suicide; one, the colonel of the 
Tennessee regiment, died o£ apoplexy 
in an engagement, and nineteen were 
accidentally drowned. 


Nearly twice as many volunteers as 


regulars were killed, although the vol- 
unteer regiments were only one-third 
more numerous than ,th« regulars. The 
volunteers were, however, engaged for 
a longer period than the regulars, 'nu- 
merous regiments of the latter 
not 


having arrived in the Philippines un- 
til ajter some of the most serious en- 
gagements had occurred. The number 
of regulars wounded was 513, against 
1,078. volunteers. Sickness carried off 
n&arly twice as many volunteers 
as 


regulars, the respective totals being 
180 and 95.

In 
many localities the carcasses of.ani- 
mals, which literally cover the ground, 
are being burned.

MILWAUKEE PAPERS TALK OF 


THE BICYCLE MEET, 


Sentinel, Wisconsin News and Journal 


All Speak Plainly and Speculate On 
the Resuls of the Failure—Promot- 
ers Are Held Responsible- -Com- 
ments of the Press. 


The Milwaukee papers all discuss the 


failure of the Janesville cycle races -in 
lengthy articles. The "Janesville Cyc 
ling Club" is not spared, and Eoaie plain 
English is used by The Sentinel, The 
Wisconsin, News,'and The Journal. All 
these papers sent staff 
correspondents 


here. The articles are as follows: 


The Milwaukee Sentinel, July 15 — 


The fourteenth annual state L. A. \V. 
meet at Janesville which came to a close 
yesterday proved a great disappointment 
.to the cycling fraternity of Wisconsin. 
Not only are the riders dissatisfied, but 
also the residents of Janesville and the 
officials of the Wisconsin division ,-L. A. 
' W., and in the future, the latter will be 
careful that no meets are sanetioued.un- 
til it is positively known that the pro- 
mote: s can pa'y the prizes they offer and 
carry out the program as advertised. ID 
the long existence of the division there 
never was such a fizzle as that of the 
Janesville state meet. It will be an in- 
jury to the sport in "Wisconsin and per- 


. haps unfavorably affect meets to be held 


in the future. 


The result plainly shows that the L. 


. A. W. is better off without tho control 


of racing, and the sooner it drops it the 
.better it will be for all. Should an- 
other state meet ever be held in Wiscon- 
sin, the promoters will be obliged to 
have a guarantee fund and deposit it in 
some bank to insure that all debts as 
well as the riders, will bo paid. 


Riders "Were Not Paid 


That the failure of the meet will hare 


serious effect upon the racing in Wis- 
consin there is little doubt. 
The riders 


on the Nations! circuit who travel under 
heavy expenses are likely to fight shy of 
Wisconsin in the future. They will be 
tempted , to. do so on account of .the 
treatment they received at Janesville, 
and unless they can be convinced that 
the same trick will not be played upon 
them in other "Wisconsin cities they will 
remain away. It cost Nat aria Tom 
Butler several hundred dollars to go to 


i Janesville and ride in the professional 


events. For this the latter got only $60 
•whereas he ought to have received $170. 
the total amount of his winnings. Nat 
Butler, who took third prize in the one- 
mile national • championship event and 
whose entry fees alone amounted to 826- 
.50, left the city without even the return 
of the. fees which .he paid.

Taylor,"the fastest, rider in" competition 
in the world,, received only $40 'JEor win - 
ning the one-mile open and the five-mile

promoters adte: tied that Mayor Htrri- 
son";'of Chicago, would open 
the meet 


with an address and many people resid- 
ing near Janesville attended the races 
for the purpose of hearing Harrison. In 
this they were misled, as he was cot in 
attendance. It was also advertised that 
a moonlight excursion on the Rock 
river was to be held Wednesday evening. 
The excursion did not materialize be- 
cause visitors refused to pay fifty cents 
for a steamboat ride'which they expected 
and ought to have had for nothing. 
Then again, the reception to Harrison 
••at the armory hall also did not come off. 
In the first place Harrison was not at 
Janesville, neither were arrangements 
for a reception made. A visit to that 
hall at 10 o'clock Wednesday evening 
proved that the admission was fiftv 
cents and not more than a dozen people 
were in the hall at that time.

$8 to start in each national champion 
event. In other events the promoters 
wanted §1 for entrance fee and $2 to 
start; twenty-.'riders to enter and be 
ready to start or events would be de- 
clared, off. Fred Garlacb, chairman of 
the National.Racing board, was present. 
He told the promoters that they could 
not charge the riders such amounts. 
This was a surprise'to them, and for a 
time'it seemed as if the whole meet 
would be abandoned. 
Conferences were 


held, and it-.'was decided that the profes- 
sional riders pay $1.50 to start, which 
they agreed to do. 


Ami Then It Rained. 


On Thursday it rained, and on this" 


account the promoters claimed they 
wanted .the balance of the meet delare'd 
off. 
Such was the excuse they offered, 


but it took ocly a short time to find the 
exact reason,why they, did-not want to 
postpone the races a day. It was be- 
cause the professional riders refused to 
ride until they received the winnings of 
Wednesday, and not until, the purses 
for the next races were placed in the 
hands of the referee.. The promoters 
then pretended to get enough money 
for that purpose, but they were unsuc- 
cessful.

Milwaukee Daily .News, July 14—Tho 


annual state bicycle.meet of the "Wiscon- 
sin division bf the L. A. W. proved to 
be a great fizzle, and the rain yesterday 
gave the finishing touch to what has 
been the most .miserably : conducted bi- 
cycle meet ever pulled off in this section 
of the country. 


The races on -the first day of the meet 


were fairly good contests, as all the rid- 
ers entered were competitors. Yesterday 
afternoon the second portion of 
the 


races was supposed to take Jplace, but 
when the raio started in .shortly after 
dinner, the . promoters decided that to 
avoid losing money they would call the 
meet off. On Wednesday-the attendance 
at the races .was quite large, and the 
promoters easily covered expenses for 
the day's meet. This was denie'd, how- 
ever, and when the professional riders 
asked for the money due thera.they were 
turned down, the promoters claiming 
that there was no money in the treas- 
ury.
